There -were grave fears that there 
would be trouble before the night was 
Over, as it was well-known that the Tar 
Flat toughs wero very bitter against the 
"Dirigo Club," composed mostly of 
young Republicans of wealthy parent- 
age, (the tony club of the city), but the 
Chief of Police detailed a large force of 


policemen to guard the Dirigo club- 
rooms, so all trouble was prevented.

•which was built by the Elaine Invinci- 
bles, and where all the Republican 
speakers addressed the people on the 
issues of the day, is now closed, but 
will be opened again Monday night. 
Instead of being a political battle field 
of talk, it will be the sceno of blows and 
blood. Two pugilists of local fame are 
advertised to fight to a finish for n purse 
of §200, and no doubt the building will 
be crowded. I understand that the 
Wigwam is to be opened shortly us n 
variety theater. Knock-outs are getting 
to be quite numerous of late, and judg- 
ing from the attendance are becoming 
very popular. Harry Hayuard, well- 
known in Nevada, has a hard-glove 
light at his spoitiug houso every Friday 
night, while Jack Haliuan, proprietor 
of the Oreraorne, occasionally treats the 
public to "a hard-glove knock-out. Last 
Friday evening there was a hard-fought 
battle at each of these houses, the one 
at lloynard'u being between Tom Mc- 
Irwaine and Billy Hamilton, the latter 
knocking the former out after seventeen 
rounds of hard fighting. The

been to send thorn to the Dead Letter 
Office, regardless of the request to re- 
turn them to the hotel. The rule has 
been amended by Postmaster-General 
Hatton as follows: " Unclaimed letters 
inclosed ia envelops upon which hotel 
cards are printed should not be re- 
turned to the mailing office, unless such 
envelops have written or printed thereon 
the words ' return to,' in addition to ihe 
hotel card. Proprietors of hotels should 
emit the usual return request from en- 
velops (supplied to their guests, and 
guests uiing such envelops should be 
carefal to designate what disposition 
should be made of the letters sent by 
th»ra, in case they cannot be delivered."

f or the fiascal year of 1880-31, assessed 
upon the capital stock of a large num- 
ber of corporations and upon solvent 
credits. 
The first demurrer was sus- 


tained 
on the ground that it was 


double taxation, ahd the assesument 
therefore void under the Stats Consti- 
tution.

The 
field hands of the South do excellent 
work; they are faithful, loyal to their 
employer, and, aside from petty thiev- 
ing, have no serious vicos. They are 
much more sober and trustworthy than 
the average farm laborer of the North, 
and with proper supervision they do 
very effective work. The climata of 
California is suited to them and the 
labor is not more severe than what they 
have been accustomed to in the cotton 
and corn fields of the South. 
The 


wages paid to Chinamen throughout 
this State are twice what good farm 
laborers command in tho Southern 
States. There are thousands of colored 
men in the South who would be glad to 
come out here and work for $15 a 
month and their board. 
The chief 


difficulty which will b» found in secur- 
".ug their services is their strong affec- 
rion for their old homes. Although 
:hese scenes frequently recall years of 
suffering when slaves, still they cling 
o the old haunts and the familiar faces. 


~.n this they show another great contrast 
to the Chinaman, who has no more de- 
'otion to persons than a cat and no 
nore affection for places than a tramp.
